ORDER 

New Delhi, the 31st March, 1978 

(Import Trade Control) 

S. O. 228(E)/No. 5/78.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by Sections 3 and. 4A of the Imports uod Exports 
(Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following Order further to amend the 
Imports (Control) Order, 1955, namely : — 

1. (I) This Order may be called the Imports (Control) 

Second Amendment Order, 1978, 

(2) Tt shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Imports (Control) Order, 1955,— 

(i) in clanse 8,— 

(a) for the marginal heading, the following shall be 

substituted, namely :— 

“Power to debar from importing goods or from re¬ 
ceiving licences or allotments of imported 
goods , 

(b) in .sub-clause (1), for the opening portion start¬ 
ing with the words “the Centr'd Government" and 
ending with the words “this Order :—", the 
following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“The Central Government or the Chief Controller 
of Imports & Exports may debar a licencee or 
importer or any other person from importing 
any goods or from receiving licences or allot¬ 
ment of imported goods through the State Trade- 
ing Corporation of India, the Minerals and 
Metals Trading Corporation of India or any 
other similar agency and direct, without pre¬ 
judice to any other action that may be taken 
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in this behalf, that no licence or allotment of 
imported goods shall be granted to him oi 
that he shall not he permitted to import any 
goods for a specified period under this 
Order,” ; 

(e) in item (h) of sub-clause (1), after the words 
“licensing authority”, the word “or” shall be In¬ 
serted; 

(d) after item (h) of sub-clause (1), the following 
shall be Inserted, namely 

“(i) if he fails to submit production returns regularly 
to the Director Genera! Technical Development 
or any other sponsoring authority concerned; or 

(i) if he fails to comply with the distribution con¬ 

trol in respect of imported goods where such 
control is applicable,’"; 

(ii) in Clause 9, after sub-clause (2), the following 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(3) The Central Government or the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports & Exports or any other 
officer authorised in this behalf may, by 
special order in writing, render ineffective, 
or suspend the operation of, any licence gran¬ 
ted under this Order, where proceedings for 
cancellation of such licence have been initia¬ 
ted under Sub-clause (1); so however, every 
such special order shall be revoked where a 
decision is taken not to cancel the licence 
after the completion of such proceedings." 

(lii) in Clause 10 for sub-clause (1) and (2) the 
following shall be substituted, namely :—- 

“(1) No, action shall be taken under Clause 7 
or Clause 8(1) or Clause 8 A or Clause 
9(1) against a licensee or an importer or 
any other person unless he has been given a 
reasonable opportunity of being heard, (2) 
Where any person is aggrieved by any action 
taken under Clause 8(1) or Clause 8A 
or Clause 9(1), he may prefer an appeal 
against such action to such authority as the 
Central Government may, by notification in 
the Official Gazette, constitute for the pur¬ 
pose of hearing appeals, within fortyfive days 
from the date of the communication of the 
action taken.";
